Byrnes pledged the full co- 
operation of the United Staces 
in the new world organisation, 

“Twenty-five years age’ he 
said, “we in the United States 
were not fully aware of our 
responsibility. But with others 
we have learned from experi 
ence. This time both the Unit- 
ed Sentes Government ang its 
people are deeply conscious of 
their responsibility. ‘Uhis time 
on their bebalf f pledge full and 
wholehearted cooperation. , 

The organisation, Byrnes de- 
clared, has been born out of the 
“indescribable pain and suifer- 
ing of many peoples in many 
lands." 

“In this nrumie age, the com- 
mon interests which should unite 
free nations in’ maintaining a 
friendly and peaceful worla far 
outweigh any possible conthet in 
the interests which might divide 
them,” 

SACRED TRUST 

As the nations work together 
in the United Nations, Byrnes 
suid, thev should develop un- 
derstanding and = break = down 
mutual fears, 

“Great states as well as small 
states” jhe added, “must come to 
view their power as 2 sacred 
trust to be exercised not for 
selfish purposes but fur the good 
of all peoples.” 

He warned against overbur- 
dening the organisation, — er- 
pecially when jit is starting out, 
with all serts of problems in 
expectation of “magic” — solu- 
tions. 

“Fat us beware of the dic-

The former Japanese Concession 
wags practically wiped oul, while 
in the former German Conces- 
sion there ia one house standing 
amidst heaps of rujna, Damage 
ig less extensive in other parts 
of the city. 

Prices of essential eermmodi- 
ties are still very high, but 
everything ts obtainable, and 
there Is no mtmrked shortage of 
any commodity. 

Industry is at oa atandstili, 
probably on account ef the coal 
crisis, The Toreign bani: d 
commercial enterprises have re- 
mained closed so far, bot there 
are signs of returning life, 
with some old) Hankow British 
and American residents coming 
back to find out how things 
stand, 

TOLL OF DISEASE 

So far the foreign communi- 
thes are very small The Rus- 
sians, numbering about = 100, 
form the largest national group, 
with the French taking second 
place. There is only one Soviet 
citizen among the Russimns, the 
others being emigrant White 
Russians. 

The former Japanese garrison 
{a segregated in a special area, 
but Japanese soldiers are often 
geen marching through — the 
streets—now carrying broums 
and shovels in place of rifles, 
Their duty is to remove the de- 
bris from bombed houses and 
clean the streets. 

Great importance is boing at- 
tached to this cleaning cam- 
palcn, since sanitary cond:tions 
ave become perilously — bad. 
Typhus and smallpox have taken 
a heavy toll, and it was only by 
the combined efforts-of the Tni- 
nese and American authorities 
that serious epidemics were 
avoided, 

Conditions in Hankow are ex- 
pected to pick up rapidly 48 soon 
as normal communication and 
transport facilities are provided, 
River traffic io extremely limit- 
ed, duc to the shortage of sult- 
able boats, while the railway, 
cut in many places between 
Hankow and the north, is unts- 
able.—Reuter.
